We ask the privilege, under that provi- 
sion, for ourselves and all other like cases 
in our community, of stamping any receipts 
which may have been issued, with the in- 
surance that the law in the future will be

Messrs. Harrison, Porter, Perr3', and 
others, Rusellville, Ky.: Sirs — Your note of 
the 4th iust., touching the dereliction of cit- 
izens in your community as to a non- 
observance of their duty in affixing stamps 
upon certain receipts, is just received. 

You refer me to section 158 to 'And a right 
for the exercise of discretionary power in 
remitting the fines and paoalliss your peo- 
ple have incurred. 

I beg leave, through you, lo refer lh. so 
in whose behalf you write, to that same 
section, with the single remark that he who 
reads may understand, that for such viola- 
tions as those of which you apeak, the priv- 
ilege is extended nn certain limited and 
defined cases to the party amenable to the 
penalties' of the law, of affixing in the pres- 
ence of the Collector the proper stamp, and 
paviDg at the same time the sum of fil iv 
dollars. W hen this shall have been done, 
1 shall be ready to hear and entertain reas- 
ons for the many omissions which have 
occurred, provided they are made by or 
come from truly loyal men. Rebcla and 
traitors, ii such there be in j our couiiu u :> i- 
ty, need not ask amnesty at my hands. 

I regret to see still lurking iu your breasts 
any semblance of the spirit which, in 1800 
and lXil was so prolific of rebellion. It 
was urged, or admitted, that a single indi 
vidual, or even a few individuals if guilty, 
should be held responsible and punished 
for the crime of treason; but that when 
whole neighborhoods or communities be- 
came involved the acts ceased to be a crime 
and persons should not Lv punished. 

This mode of reasoning was so antagon- 
ist c to all rules of moral and political juris- 
prudence, that I may err, in looking with 
allowance upon the criminal acts of one or 
a few men. and in making no allowance 
for the criminal violations of the Internal 
Revenue laws where a whole Intensely reb- 
el community are involved. My rule of 
action is, and I am glad of the opportunity 
to make it thus public, to regard loyal men 
as liable to violate the Internal Revenue 
law inadverienily, without intent to evade 
the law or defraud the Government, for 
which many of them have sacrificed so 
much, while on the ether bau.l, long and 
close observation compels me to the belief 
that rebels and rebel sympathizers obey the 
law oniy Ijocause they. are afraid of its pen- 
alties, and only await a favorable opportu- 
nity, in many localities (and I do not say 
that your's is not one of them) to resist its 
execution. 

I tell you trankly, gentlemen, that Rus- 
sellville is the last place in Keutucky from 
which a petition of general amnesty lor vi- 
olations of the internal revenue law should 
come, and I am the last man to whom it 
should be presented. I have not forgotten 
with what enthusiast c shouts the solemn 
resolves were adopted at your meeting 
there to resist the law. 

I cannot believe tb;it you intended any 
indignity in making a request, which, in 
my mind, is so ui easouable, and in defer- 
ence to your r »q o— I I have written to the 
District Attorney i > suspend any prosecu- 
tions fcintil the 1st <> I December, that par- 
ties may have an opportunity under sec- 
tion 166 of coming l«- 1 ore me and affixing 
stamps and paying titty dollars. I do this 
feeling an indisposition to put tlieui to un- 
neossaary costs and trouble, and if you feel 
disposed to save them, would suggest that 
von may do it more effectually in making 
known to mem tneir duty under section 

Please to say to those who can produce a 
orear record of loyal words, deeds, and 
votes, during the rebellion, that I will hear 
and entertain applications of personal am- 
iy from them with great pleasure.

Constitution of the Kentucky Inmigratiou 
Society, Established September 30 Is- 
Ma 

The condition of the United States in 
general and particularly the great change 
ol thv labor system of Kentucky, point out 
the necessity of earnest and comprehc naive 
inca-ures on behalf of our State, enabling 
her to keep pace with, if not to outstrip 
neighboring States, and to occupy that 
rank to which she is entitled by her favor- 
able situation, her climate, her fertile soil, 
he mineral wealth and her natural thor- 
oughfares. 

We, therefore, deem it of the highest im- 
portance, to form an association ia our 
midst, that will take Uie matter of immi- 
gration into our State, into their hands, and 
work it out with pure and beneficent aims. 

| L With these views "The Kentucky 
Immigration Society" having for its prin- 
ciple object to lead immigrants (especial- 
ly from Germany) to the State of Ken- 
lucky, is formed this day. 

It consists of all those who contribute 
the sum of $5 a year. 

i .'5. The task of the society will be on the 
one hand, to furnish the State of Kentucky 
with labor of every kind ; and on the other 
hand to lend to European immigrants in- 
formation, counsel and assistance, towards 
finding good employment, a livelihood, 
and prosperity. It will therefore be its du 
ty to obtain the most thorough and relia- 
ble information as to the advantages and re- 
sources of Kentucky, and the labor wanted 
in the various parts of this State, and to 
spread the knowledge of the facts thus col- 
lected both in Europe (especially in (Jer- 
many) and iu the other States of the Union, 
bringing it home to the people. 

4. The administration shall be and re- 
main German, but the sphere of action of 
the society may extend to any other nation- 
alities, from which a sober aud industrious 
population can be drawn into our State. 

•">. The business of the society is manag- 
ed by a board of thirteen directors, all of 
whom arc to reside in Louisville aud Jef- 
ferson Ci uniy, t»nd to speak German. The 
board is empowered to enlarge itself by 
four further director-*. 

(.. The directors shall elect among 
themselve-: A President, two Yicc-l'rcsi- 
di nts, a Treasurer. 

i 7. This board of thirteen will be elected 
annually for one year, aud until their suc- 
cessors are elected, and installed. They 
shall fill vacancies in their own number by 
elections for the unexpired term. 

jj 8. The duties of members of the board 
m the following: The President shttll pre- 
si l -atall meetings, have the right t<. anil 
meetings, and shall see to it, that their re 
solutions be carried into effect.

She left Bur- 
lington, the home of her family, some five 
or six weeks since. 

The (.rand-Duke Nicholas of Leuchten- 
berg, who is only twenty-two years oid, 
has been made a Major General in the 
Russian service, and a member of the 
scien'.ific committee of engineers. 

A Philadelphia correspondent states that 
the little Irish song, "B— tttifnl Lizzie" is 
creating quite a furore in that city, as it is 
sung all round the streets and in all thj> 
music halls. The music and words of this 
song are by a reporter of a prominent New 
York journal. 

The Columbus (Ohio) State Journal, of

Murder and Riot Near TJtica, N. Y. 



Two Men Henten to 
Mobbed and 
.from the ttica Hvral I, No». let. 

The rumors upon the street which first 
gained currency about noon yesterday, to 
the effect that a murder had been commit- 
ted in the town of Sangerfield, near the vil- 
lage of Waterville, were not without foun- 
dation. George W. Loomis had been mur- 
dered in his own house, and the life of bis 
brother Grove assailed in such a manner 
that his death is not improbable. When 
we arrivod in Waterville, to endeavor to in- 
vestigate the facts, we found the murder 
the all absorbing theme. Knots of men 
Were discussing the circumstances upon 
street corners; and in public resorts, as well 
as, wo doubt not, in private families, the 
details of the terrible tragedy, furnished 
the only theme of conversation. 

The old homestead of the Loomises, and 
the house where the murder was commit- 
ted, is a substantial appearing two story 
structure, situated iu the town of Sangor- 
fiold, five miles South of the village of 
Waterville, aud four miles from Sanger- 
field Center. The house is one iu which 
the family have resided for some forty 
years, and is on a valuable farm of from 
three to four hundred acres. The family 
upon Tuesday, the day of the murder, con- 
sisted of Mrs. Loomis, her four sons, 
"Wash.," Grove, Denio and Plum; Corne- 
lia, a daughter, and five or six laborers or 
domestics. We learn the more immediate 
facts in connection with the murder to be us 
follows: 

Between one and two o'clock yesterday 
morning, the family were awakened by 
hearing men walkiug through the wood 
huu e and kitchen. They heard them go 
to " Wa-h.'s" sleeping room, situated upon 
the south side of the house, grouud floor, 
and one of them call out, "Get up, 'Wash,' 
I want to see you." The men then retreat- 
ed, and in a few moments they heard 
"Wash." go to the kitchen in his stocking 
feet. In a few minutes the family heard 
the men go up stairs and call to Grove, 
( whose sleeping room is in the secoud story,) 
"Grove, get up." Ho answered that he 
would, and in a short time did so and went 
down to the kitchen. Immediatelygihe cry 
of "murder" washeaid, and ascullle. The 
daughter, Cornelia, (her room being down 
stairs,) now went to the kitchen door and 
demanded admittance, and at the same time 
endeavoring to open it. She was met from 
the inside by a man with a pistol, who 
threatened to shoot her if she did not go 
away. This man she is positive sho will be 
able to identify. 

She retreatoi), in the meantime hearing 
cries from inside the room. At this junc- 
ture, Denio and Plum ran lo a neighbor's — 
Edward Mason, residing about half a mile 
north -for assistance. The struggle going 
on iu the kitchen soon ceased, and Cornelia 
ventured to return. She found Grove 
senseless upon the floor, with a grain bag, 
containing a few oats, which had been satu- 
rated with seme inflammable fluid, and 
which was on lire, lying upon his body. 
Several articles of clothing, also, hanxing 
about the room, were saturated in a similar 
manner and ou fire. Other garments, in 
like coudition, had been thrown into the 
•rood-bos. With the aid of the family, the 
flames were soon extinguished. Grovo was 
horribly beaten, and, we believe, shot. A 
large broken revolver, afterwards found 
upon the premises, is supposed to have 
i.een the instrument with which the deed 
was doi.e. Grove, upon being removed to 
another room, was found to be conscious; 
but a new calamity was now discovered. 
The large barn opposite the house, (buiit 
upon the site of one destroyed a year since, 
by incendiarism) was discovered to bo on 
fire. The barn, together with six or seven 
valuable horses which it contained, the es- 
timate value of some of them being $-0iX> 
was consumed. 
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I'pon returning to the house, search was 
made for "Wash." He was found lying in 
a woodshed, back and west of the kitchen, 
iu an unconscious state, covered with 
blood, and so badly beaten and disfigured, 
thai by hi- c tuntenar.eo they were unable 
to recogni/.e him. There were two or three 
tracures of the skull, his eyes were swollen 
from the blows he had received, and his 
entire face terribly lacerated. He remained 
in an unconscious state until about noon 
yesterday, wheu he expired. 

Dr. S. G. Wolcott, of this city, who had 
been summoned by the family, arrived at 
the house a few moments aftt 



after the death of 
"Wash." He gave it as his opinion that 
"Wash? came to his death by biows from a 
slung shot, and the fact thatsuch an instru- 
ment was found upon the promises would 
appeal to be conclusive proof. The doctor, 
we understand, also pronounces Grove's 
case very critical indeed. He fears that 
intlamation of the brain may set in and 
death ensue. 

Dr. E. A. Munger, (coroner) of Waterville, 
will hold an inquest upon the body of 
"Wash." to-day. 

"Wash." Loomis was about twenty-three 
years of age, and Grove is some thirty-five. 
K th wore small men, but strong and ath- 
letic. 

Members of the family express them- 
selves as confident of being able to identify 
some of the sssaiiasts, of whom they think 
there were live or six, and rumor has sin- 
gled out this and that one as the murderers. 
The suspicion in many casts, investigation 
of the ftcts loads us to believe, are wholly 
without foundation. An opinion can be 
much more correctly formed after the coro- 
ner's inquest, and when time and reason 
shall have had their effect. 

It is not our province at this time to speak 
of the character which the Loomis family 
bore among their neighbors, or iu the coun- 
ty. There can be no excuse for this horri- 
ble deed, though winked at possibly by 
popular sentiment.

1 ucredible as it may appear, it has yet be- 
come evident that there is a wide-spread 

and concerted movement going on in the 
Southern States, with the aim of electing 
the full number of Representatives from 
each State, in time for them to repair to 
Washington and take seats in the House of 
Representatives on its assembling and be- 
fore organization. This being done, it is 
expected that the Northern democratic 
members, and all those from the so-called 
border States will join with them, and they 
will thus be enabled to control the organi- 
of the House, legalize their usurpa- 
of seats there, and provide for the 
return of their States on such terms as they 
please. It is pretended that nothing but 
the success of such a coup d' elat can turn 
Hside the tide > if Northern radicalism, which 
has thus far been stayed by the vigorous 
arm and iron will of the President. If 
Congress is allowed to organize without 
them, tbe Speaker of tbe'House, and all the 
important posts in the various committees 
will be filled from the Radical ranks. The 
pressure thus brought to bear will be too 
strong for the President. He will give way, 
and then will follow vigorous punishment 
of all prominent rebels, the total and irre- 
vocable abolition of slavery, negro suffrage 
and equality, and repudiation of the rebel 
debt. It is thus they talk. 

Besides this movement, which seeks 
oj>enly and by a revolutionary course, to 
defy the loyal and rightful rulers of the 
uation, we notice one other has been inau- 
gurated by Gov.

It advises 
that, so far as is possible, only those men be 
cbosen who can take the Congressional test 
oath. This course, it argues, will convince 
the "minds of the conservative masses of 
the country and of the conservative mem- 
bers of Congress from the North that the 
Southern people are acting" in the true 
spirit of nationality and unity, and will 
"give the said Congressional conservatives 
and the Administration such an augmenta- 
tion of moral power, that a victory over the 
radical at tbe opening of the next Congress 
would be certain." 

Each of these plans of action, all looking 
to the same ultimata end — tbe usurpation 
of tbe Government by tbe rebels, in coali- 
tion with their sympathizers at the North — 
has serious obstacles to encounter. First, 
and most obvious, stands the test oatb. 
The argument which sets out by declaring 
that test oaths are unconstitutional, and 
therefore cannot be required, is too puerile 
and fallacious. Any man, seeking to enter 
upon an office under a republican govern- 
ment would certainly not be foolish enough 
to assume to b# judge of the constitution- 
ality of tho conditions of induction to that 
office. But suppose that Governor Uolden's 
crew of unmitigated rebels can break 
through this barrier ; suppose that the dele- 
gations of a more hopeful character, of the 
Journal's recommending, can take the 
oath ; suppose that the precipitating rsbel 
delegations i re on the ground, as they pro- 
pose, at the assembling of Congress, and, 
by some hocus-pocus, can get the dreaded 
test oath out of their path, is there no bar- 
rier to their revolutionary schemes re- 
maining? 

The Journal rubs it hands in its glee over 
the discovery it has made that, if its plan 
is followed, the radicals will be forced to 
take rank secession ground to keep the 
Southern delegates out.

ludian Chiefs In Wa«hlUf-ton Interview 

with the Commissioner of Intilau Af- 
fairs. 

Washington, November 7.— The chiefs 
of the Fox tribe had an interview with tbe 
Coinniisfeioner of Indian Ailaira this morn- 
ing, in relation to their material interests. 
TaM Sacs and Foxes have a treaty with the 
United Statea, a reservation in Kansas and 
an annuity of lV>l,000; but the Foxes will 
not live with the Sacs, and have located in 
Iowa, and now want the Government to 
otmwJaM the arrangements to suit their cir- 
cumstances. 

Thev were asked, among other things, 
how they would like to go into Indian 
Territory, where it was .proposed to estab- 
lish a Government embracing many pf the 
Indian titles, but they said thev wa'nted to 
thiuk all matters over. They had always 
been good friends to our Government and 
people. When they come to talk with their 
white father, there was always something 
harsh. This was wrong; they could get 
along better with smooth and easy words. 
They wanted to see their white father, the 
Pre ,ident. 

Tbe Commissioner replied that if the 
Fvixes ran away from the reservation, and 
y, all_the advantages 
ust either 



would inur. to the Sacs. They must 
go back, or blate some good reason why 
they will not return. The chiefs replied ii 
was impossible for thein to live with the 
Sacs. 

They are to have another talk with the 
Commissioner, and were promised a sight 
of their white father before they left Wash 
ington. 



Nashville— Sale of tbe Hermitage 
Property—Cotton. 

Nashville, Nov. 7.— A bill was intro- 
duced in the Senate to-day to authorize the 
Governor to sell and convey the Hermitage 
property, belonging to the State of Ten- 
nessee, except the two acres enclosing the 
grave of Andrew Jackson, provided that 
the estate shall be divided into lots and sol l 
at public auction to the highest bidder, 
payment to be made in bonds of the State. 
On the payment of the purchase money, 
the Governor is authorized to give the pur- 
chaser a good and sufficient deed in the 
name of the State of Tenneaaessee.

New York Election. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 7.— This city, for 
the first time in several years, has gone Re- 
publican. Wells is elected over Fsrgo by 
about 100 majority. The countv has also 
gone Republican by about 50 majority. 

New York, Nov. 7 — Returns indicate 
the election of the Union ticket by a large 
majority, and that the Democrats will not 
have over twenty thousand majority in this 
city. 

Returns from a number of towns and 
cities in i he State show a large Tailing off in 
the Democratic vote, as compared with last 
fall. 

Barlow is certainly elected Secretary of 
State by a large majority. The whole Re- 
publican State C ket is also elected. 

Eleven wards In this city have thus far 
been heard from, giving 11,000 majority for 
Slocum. Tbe remaining wards will prob- 
ably run it up to 20,000. 

The Republicans gain a number of State 
Senators and Assemblymen. 

Ben Wood is elected State Senator from 
this city. 

The election in this city has been pretty 
generally quiet. 

The most complete returns from this city 
Ifive Slocum over 20,000 majority, being a 
Democratic loss of 13,000 from last year. 
His majority in this city will be about 25,- 
000. Returns from tbe interior generally 
show Union gains. There is now no doubt 
of the election of Barlow as Secretary of 

The Times estimates sbow the election of 
the Union ticket in that State by 30,000 
majority. 

New York, Nov. 8, 1 a. m.— At half-past 
12 o'clock to-night tbe Tribune's estimates 
show the election of the Union ticket in this 
State by about 20,000 majority, with a Dem- 
ocratic majority in this city of about 23,000. 



Massachusetts Election— Kauks Elected. 

Boston, Nov. 7. — Our State election took 
place to-day. The vote was small, about 
two-thirds of that of last year. The returns 
indicate a large proporiional loss to the 
Democrats. 

The vote of Boston was 6KS for A. H. Bul- 
laOe. 1831 for Couch. Last year the vote 
was, Andrew 12,H83, Paine 7011. 

The returns from one hundred and twelve 
towns give Bullock 33,171? Couch 10,590. 

Tbe vote of the State will not probably 
exceed 150,000, of which Bullock will re- 
ceive from 50,000 to 80.000; Couch less than 
25,000. 

Gen. Banks is elected to Cougress in the 
Sixth District, to fill a vacancy. His vote 
is about the same as that for Governor. 
Walthom, his own town, gives hi in 441 
votes, against 13S for Greenwood; Haverhill 
'i!»7 against 174, and Charlestowu give more 
than 1300 majority for Bauks. 

The Democrats bave elected one Senator 
in Suffolk county, the only one in the State. 

Tbe workingmen controlled tbe S cond 
and Twelfth wards, in Boston, aud the 
Democrats elected six Represent ives, ami 
ihe Republicans fourteen. Tbe House of 
Representatives will probably stand about 
as last year. 

St. Louis Election. 

St. Louis, November 7. — The election to- 
day resulted in the election of Colonel 
Wiglemeyer (radical) for County Auditor, 
and two anti-constitution and one constitu- 
tion candidates for County Justices. 

The vote of Gen. Blair was rejected in 
consequence of his refusal to take the con- 
stitutional oath. The General entered suit 
against the judges of election for $10,000 
damages.
